The attention of the Department of 
Agriculture has recently been called to 
this misrepresentation and officials of 
the Government have recently notified 
the managers of this company that 
they must not advertise this bean as a 
coffee bean but lf they do advertise it.

for coffee. 
Ic would thus appear that 
the Department of Agriculture has 
been able to break up an imposition of 
considerable proportion th at was at­ 
tempted to be worked on the farmers 
of south Texas.

The arguments for and against 
two pronunciations of the symbol 0, 
as used in a telephone number, are 
long and tedious, and it takes an ex­ 
pert judicial mind to make a decision 
after ail the arguments have been 
heard. 
On the other hand, there is not much 
room for discussion as to what is best 
from the standpoint of business ex­ 
expediency.
